didating  and  reading  letters;  for  he  ftill 
retains  correfpondents  in  all  the  coun¬ 
tries  of  Europe,  who  inform  him  of  every 
remarkable  occurrence,  and  fend  him 
every  new  literary  produdioo  as  foon  as 
it  appears. 

By  far  the  greater  part  of  hit  lime  it 
fpent  in  his  ftudy  ;  and  whether  he  reads 
liimfelf,  or  liftens  to  another,  he  always 
has  a  pen  in  his  hand,  to  take  notes,  or 
make  remarks.

Fort  MARLBRO',  from  which  the 
fcttlcment  takes  its  namev  is  tituated 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  to  the  fotith  of 
Bencoolen.  The  fort  ftill  remains  in  the 
fame  Hate  in  which  the  French  left  it  in 
1761,  when,  after  taking  the  place,  they 
thought  it  not  worth  keeping,  and  ac» 
cordingly  blew  up  the  baftioni,  and  dc- 
ferted  the  fettlement. 

The  houfes  here  are  almoH  all  built* 
ceiled,  noored,  and  roofed,  with  a  kind 
of  reed  called  Bamboo,  and  thatched 
with  the  leaves  of  the  fage  tree,  and 
would  all  be  called  cottages  in  England, 
making  a  mean  appearance.  They  arc 
placed  in  no  kind  of  order,  moft  of  them 
are  raifed  from  the  ground  on  wood  or 
brick  pillars  iix  or  eight  feet  high  5  with* 
in,  they  arc  not  much  unlike  a  fet  of 
rooms  in  a  college,  as  they  confiH  of  one 
large  room  called  a  hall,  out  of  whic.h 
tw’o  doors  lead,  the  one  to  a  bed  room, 
and  the  other  to  an  office  or  ftudy. 

The  climate  ih  far  from  bei«^g  fo  hot  at 
it  is  reprefented  to  be,  or  as  one  might 
expe^  from  our  vicinity  to  the  line  ;  the 
tlicrmometer,  of  which  I  have  kept  a 
journal  for  a  yr.ar  paH,  is  never  lower  in 
a  mo»ning  at  fix  o'clock  than  69*,  or 
higher  than  76®.  At  noon  it  varies  from 
79’*  to  JS*  ;  and  at  eight  in  the  cfcning 
from  73’^,  to  78®,  or  g®®.  I  have  6iily 
once  feen  it  at  90®;  and  in  the  Batta 
eountrjy  immediately  under  the  line,  I 
have  lecn  it  frequently  as  low  at  61®,  at 
fix  in  the  morning.  We  have  always  a 
fea-breeie,  v^hich  fets  in  at  about  nine 
o'clock,  and  continues  till  fun-fet,  and  it 
generally  pretty  fre fh :  this  tempers  the 
heat  fo  much,  that  1  have  never  been  in¬ 
commoded  by  it  (even  in  the  midtl  of  the 
day)fo  much  as  1  have  frequently  been 
on  a  fumoser's  da?  in  England.  Rain  it 
very  frequent  lieie ;  iametimea  very 
heavy,  and  Almoft  alurayi  attended  wills

'“''■■ry  Rajay  for  a  confidcrablc  diftance, 
hrtn^s  a  butfalo,  and  kills  it  at  the  grave 
01  the  deceafed :  fometimes  even  a  year 
sher  his  interment :  wc  aiTnlcd  at  the 
rerrmory  of  killing  the  ic6:h  buffalo  at 
a  grave. 

Tlic  B^ttas  have  abundance  of  black 
rattle,  buflalocs,  and  h‘'rfr*,  ail  w'hich 
they  eat.  They  alfo  have  great  quanti* 
‘■'s  of  fmall  dogs,  with  erect  jHiintcd 
which  they  filten  aad  caU  Rats 


and  all  forts  of  wHd  animals,  whether 
killed  by  them  or  found  dead,  they  eat 
indifferently.  Man’s  ficfii  rather 

be  fnid  to  be  eaten  in  tfrrorem^  than  to 
be  their  common  food  ;  yet  they  pnfer 
it  to  all  others,. and  fpeak  witn  peculiar 
rapture  of  the  foies  of  the  feel  and  the 
palms  of  the  hands.  They  expreffed 
much  furprife  on  being  iaformed  that 
white  people  did  not  kiit,  much  Icfs  cat 
their  prifoners. 

Thefe  people,  though  cannibals,  re* 
ceived  me  with  great  hofpitality  and  ci* 
v-iity  ;  and  though  it  was  thought  very 
dangerous  for  any  European  to  venture 
among  them,  as  they  are  a  warlike  peo¬ 
ple,  and  extremely  jealous  of  Arangers; 
yet  I  took  only  fix  Malays  as  a  guard, 
but  was  efcorted  from  place  to  place  by 
thirty,  forty,  and  fometimes  a  hundred 
of  the  natives,  armed  with  match* luck 
guns  and  matches  burning* 

It  is  from  this  country  that  moft  of  the 
CaJ/ia  fciU  to  Europe  is  procured  ;  arul  I 
went  there  in  hopes  of  finding  the  cimia- 
mon,  but  was  difappointed.  T  he  caffia 
tree  grows  to  fifty  or  fixty  feet,  with  a 
ftem  about  two  feet  diameter,  with  a 
beautiful  regular  fpreading  head :  ita 
flowers  or  fruit  I  couhi  not  then  let,  and 
the  country  people  have  a  notion  that  it 
produces  neither. 

Camphire  and  Brvjamm  trees  arc  in  thi| 
cnuiitry  in  great  abundance  :  the  foimet 
grow'R  to  the  kze  of  onr-l.irgeft  oaks,  and 
is  the  common  timber  in  ufe  :  I  havt 
fecn  trees  near  one  hundred  feet  high. 
Its  leaves  arc  acuminated  and  very  diffe¬ 
rent  from  the  campliirc  tree  fecn  in  the 
Irotaiilc  gardens,  which  is  the  tree  from 
which  the  Japanefe  procure  their  cani- 
phire  by  a  chemical  procefs :  w'hereat 
in  thefe  trees  the  casnphire  is  foiin<l  na¬ 
tive  in  a  concrete  fotm.  Kaiive  cam*- 
phire  fells  here  at  upwards  of  anol.  per 
hundred  weight,  to  carry  to  China  ;  whjt 
the  Chinefe  do  to  it,  I  cannot  lay  ;  but, 
though  they  purchafe  it  at  ayol.  or  yuoi, 
they  frl!  it  again  for  Europe  at  about  a 
quarter  of  the  numry.  I  hav<;  never 
Wtn  able  to  fee  the  flower  of  the  camv 
plnrc  tree,  fomc  abortive  fruit  J  have 
frequcnily  faiwid  under  the  trees;  they 
arc  in  a  cup,  like  an  acorn,  hut  the 
kIx  caljcis  are  four  os  five  timet  larger 
than  the  feed,

where  the  metal  and  toob  were  yroun  !, 
n-  r  in  »hr  lame  cloathi  which  were  worn 
in  the  b'tmer  p*’f>crf« ;  at  leaff  it  w(»u!d 
be  nrcf  ITary  to  keep  th<*  bench  quite  wet, 
to  pieYeiit  any  diul  froMi  riling, 

llavinr  then  nade  tiie  pebO’er  by 
eoiti’  p  the  brab  tool  equally 

With  pi*ch,  which  r.  e  fnppofe  <'nnMi»hed 
S'hI  finiibed  laiib  the  brain  tool  in  the 
manner  befo''e  detcribed,  and  which  is  a 
veiy  ‘at'r-  prrKeb,  the  whole  operation  it 
b'*f  ijn  ar.d  ftrtlb.-d  in  the  following  man¬ 
ner. 

'Khr  leaden  weight  or  handle  tinon  the 
buk  of  the  metal  Ibonld  he  d’rsded  into 
fUht  pa»ti,  by  fo  nioiy  tle'*p  Ifrticri*  of  a 
graver  upon  the  iipp»*r  birf.ice  of  th** 
lead,  markinj^  each  dioke  with  the  niim- 
ber^  I,  j,  <!•  4«  ?nd  lo  on,  that  the  turns 
ot  ihr  metal  in  t!»e  hand  may  be  known 
to  be  uniform  and  reyulai  . 

To  prevent  any  mifehief  from  e'^aife 
particles  of  putty,  1  always  w.ilb  it  iin- 
n.ediatelv  beb  re  ulinp.  In  order  to  thi-, 
put  about  half  an  ounce  of  putty  into  an 
ounce  phial,  and  fill  it  t\s*o  thirds  with 
water;  then  having  fliakeii  the  whole, 
let  the  putty  fubfide,  and  flop  the  bottle 
with  a  cork. 

In  '  te.i-rup  with  a  little  water,  there 
(Irould  be  a  full  fi7ed  cam.ers-hair  hruOi, 
and  a  piece  of  dry  clean  foap  in  a  gallr- 
pot  ;  a  foft  piece  of  Ipunpe  will  alfo  be 
iiecelbuy.  Thcfe,  as  well  a»  the  rret.al 
bruiler  and  poliftier,  Hiculd  be  conflantly 
Ciwrrerl  from  dnft. 

'I'he  pnlither  being  fixed  down,  and 
the  cameri  hair  bruih  beinp  firft  wetted 
and  nibbed  a  little  over  the  foap,  let 
every  part  of  th*  tool  be  bnifhed  over 
therewith;  then  work  the  bruiler  wi’h 
r..ort,  ftraipht,  and  rout'd  llrokes,  lightly 
tip  >n  the  t(H)l,  and  ccMiliniie  to  do  fo, 
row  and  then  turning  it,  till  the  pclilhcr 
have  a  Vi  od  face,  and  be  fit  for  the  me* 
tab  Ihenhtvirp  tbaken  up  the  putty 
in  tl'.e  rhia!.  and  tcurhed  the  pobfber  rn 
*'ccriix  p’.»ce«  w  iiS  the  cork  wetted 


with  that  and  the  water,  place  the  bniU 
fer  up  m  the  tool,  and  give  a  few  ftroket 
upon  the  putty  to  rub  down  any  gritty 
particles ;  after  which,  having  removed 
it,  work  the  metal  liglitly  upon  the  po- 
iifher  round  and  round,  carrying  the 
edgei  of  the  fpeculum,  however,  not 
quite  half  an  inch  over  the  edge  of  the 
tool,  and  now  and  then  with  a  croft 
ftroke. 

The  firft  putty,  and  indeed  all  the  fuc- 
cee'Mng  applications  of  it,  Ibould  be 
wrought  with  a  confidernb’e  while  ;  for 
if  time  he  not  givtn  for  the  putty  to  bed 
illelf  in  the  pitch,  and  any  quantity  of  it 
lie  loofe  upon  the  polifhtr,  it  will  accu¬ 
mulate  into  ki*ob«:,  which  'vit|  inju»^e  the 
fifure  ot  the  mrt.il  ;  and,  therefore,  at 
often  .IS  ever  fuc*'  knoi  va’ife,  they  muft 
be  cirefiillv  fc»iprd  njf  with  the  point  if 
a  prnknitf,  ind  the  loofe  (luff  tikrn  away 
with  the  brutb.  After  the  putty  is  well’ 
wrought  into  the  pitch,  fome  more  may 
be  add'd  in  the  fame  minner,  but  never 
much  at  a  time,  and  always  remember, 
inp  to  work  upon  it  fit  ft  with  the  bruifer, 
t<»r  fear  any  gritty  paiticlrf  may  find 
their  way  upon  the  polilber.  It  the 
briufer  be  apt  to  ftick,  and  do  not  Ilidc 
fmoothly  upon  the  pitch,  th^  furface  of 
either  tool  may  be  occalionally  brulbed 
over  with  the  foap  and  wat-r,  but  it  muft 
be  remembered,  that  the  wet  brufb  muft 
be  hut  lightly  rublicd  upon  the  foap. 

In  the  beginning  of  this  procefs  little 
rfVtft  ig  produced,  and  the  metal  doci 
not  feem  to  polifti  faft,  in  fome  me.sfurc  i 
owing  to  its  taking  the  polifb  in  the  mid¬ 
dle,  and  perhaps  becaufe  neither  that  nor 
the  bruifer  move  evenly  upon  the  poll* 
Oier  :  but  a  little  perfeverance  will  bring 
the  whole  into  a  good  temper  rif  working; 
and,  when  the  pitch  is  well  defended  by 
the  coating  of  the  putty,  the  procefi  will 
advance  apace,  and  the  former  acquir¬ 
ing  poHibly  fome  little  warmth,  the  me¬ 
tal  moves  more  agreeably  over  it  with' 
an  uniform  and  regular  fridtion.  All 
this  while  the  metal  muft  have  no  more 
pteffiire  than  that  which  it  derives  from 
its  own  weight  and  that  of  the  handle; 
and  the  polillier  muft  never  be  fiiffered 
to  grow’  dry,  but,  ai  often  as  it  has  any 
tcndercy  to  do  fo,  the  eilges  of  it  muft 
be  moiftened  with  the  hair  pencil;  and 
now  and  then,  even  when  frefti  putty  if 
not  laid  on,  the  furfice  of  the  polifhef 
fboiild  be  touched  with  the  brulh  to  keep 
it  rr.oift. 

Wiien  th#*  polifb  of  the  metal  nearly 
rc.icbes  the  edge  (for  it  always,  as  I  (aid 
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trfjrc,  in  the  middle),  you  muft 

ilrcr  ViJiir  uirthod  of  working;  for  m-w 
(hr  roiiiul  ftrokeg  mull  l»c  gr-idually  al¬ 
ter,  d  for  the  Ihort  and  rtraighi  ones. 

S  ii)i>‘niMg  then  you  are  juft  beginning  to  . 
^Itirthtm;  after  hiving  put  on  frclh 
jiitty,  and  g<'ntly  rubbed  ii  with  two  or 
r  i\*f  drakes  of  the  bruifer,  you  place 
lur  nu lal  on  the  tool,  and  alter  a  Itrokc 
( r  two  rounti  and  ’ound,  give  it  a  few 
f  )r.v.nd  anil  backward,  and  from  Gdc  to 
fid. ,  blit  with  the  edges  very  little  over 
th:tju!;  then  having  turned  the  metal 
n;ic-t l^'.hth  round  in  your  hand,  and  ha- 
wr.i  moved  yourfelf  as  much  round  the 
Mo.k  (which  muft  be  remembered  thro'- 
<  ijt  tin*  whole  procefb),  you  go  on  again 
with  a  ftrokc  or  tw  >  round,  to  lead  you 
rn!v  to  the  crofs  ftrokes,  which  arc  now 
ti.  i>r  principally  uftd,  and  with  more 
b  )  dncis.  After  this  lias  been  done  fome 
tiin  ,  the  metal  will  begin  to  move  Itiffly 
•’3t!ic  fridion  now  increafes,  and  the  fpe- 
cu'.u  n  polilhes  very  beautifully  and  fait; 
a  n!  the  whole  Inrface  of  tlie  poliftiing 
to  •/!  will  he  equally  covered  over  with  a 
t.  c  metallic  bron/c.  The  tool  even 
muft  not  be  luJfcre^i  to  become  dry; 

:  lioL'Ie  round  (troke  in  each  of  your  fta- 
t  00 s  and  turnings  of  the  metal  will  be 
iiiiTicient.  and  the  reft  muft  all  be  crofs 
ones,  for  we  are  completing  a  circular 
bi;urc.  You  muft  now  be  very  diligent, 
polilhrr  drying,  ami  the  friiftion  in- 
err.ifing  very  fall,  the  bufinefs  of  the  fphe- 
fieiirc  is  nearly  at  an  end.  As  the 
lu.til  wears  much,  its  furface  muft  be 
now  and  then  cleaned  with  a  piece  of 
nnrniuy  leather,  from  the  black  ftuff 
'Oiich  eollcfts  upon  it ;  and  the  polifticr 
i’kfwtfe  from  the  fame  matter,  with  a 
f 't:  piece  of  w  et  fponge.  You  will  now 
ihle  to  judge  of  the  pcrfciit  fpherical 
t  cure  of  the  metal  and  tool,  when  there 
>5  ^  peifcitt  correfpondcncc  between  the 
lurf^ccs,  by  the  fine  equable  feel  there  is 
'  i  wijfking,  which  is  totally  free  from  all 
and  inequalities.  Having  proceeded 
far,  you  may  put  the  Uft  finilhing 
this  hgure  of  the  metal  by  bold  crols 
brolces,  only  three  or  four  in  the  direc¬ 
tions  of  each  of  the  eight  diameters,  tur- 
'''  ■i.s  the  metal  at  the  fame  time:  this 
^  ift  be  done  quickly,  for  it  ought,  in 
t^i'  j»irt  of  the  procefs  particularly,  to 
he  rnnembered,  that,  if  yon  permit  the 
to  grow  quite  dry,  you  will  never 
he  able,  with  all  your  force,  to  feparatc 
and  the  metal,  without  deftroying 
poliftitr  by  heat. 


The  metal  hat  now  a  beautiful  polifti 
and  a  true  fpherical  figure,  hut  will  b/ 
no  means  mike  a  lharp  diftin^f  image  ia 
the  telefcope  :  for  ihc  fpeculum  (if  it  be 
tried  in  the  manner  hereafter  recommen¬ 
ded)  will  not  be  found  to  make  parallel 
ra^s  converge  without  great  aberration  ; 
in.leed  the  devia'ion  wilt  be  fo  great,  as 
to  br  very  fcnlibly  perceived  by  a  great 
indiftiiuftuefs  in  the  image. 
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Hoiiv  t9  give  the  Parabolic  Figure  te  thg 
Aietal, 


IN  order  then  to  give  the  fpeculum 
the  lait  and  finifhing  figure,  which  it 
done  by  a  few  ftrokes,  it  muft  be  parti¬ 
cularly  remarked,  that  by  working  the 
metal  round  and  round,  the  fpherc  of  the 
polilber  by  this  means  growing  lefs,  it 
wears  fafteft  in  the  middle :  and  as  a 
fegment  of  a  fphere  may  become  parabo¬ 
lic,  by  opening  the  extremes  gradually 
from  within  outwards,  fo  it  may  be 
equally  well  done  by  increafing  the  cur¬ 
vature  in  the  middle,  in  a  certain  ratio, 
from  without  inwards.  ’ 

Suppoling  then  the  metal  to  be  now 
truly  fpherical,  ftop  the  hole  in  the  poli- 
Iher,  by  forcing  a  cork  into  it  under¬ 
neath,  about  an  inch,  lo  that  it  do  not 
reach  quite  to  the  furface;  and  having 
wafhed  off  any  mud  that  may  be  on'  the 
furface  of  the  tool  with  a  wet  foft  piece 
of  fponge,  whilft  the  furfice  of  it  is  » 
little  moift,  place  the  center  of  the  metal 
up  the  middle  of  the  poll  flier  ;  then  ha¬ 
ving,  with  the  wet  bruih,  lodged  at 
much  water  round  the  erlge  of  the  metal 
as  the  projecting  edge  will  bold,  ^11  the 
hole  of  the  metal  and  its  handle  with 
water,  to  prevent  the  evaporation  of  the 
moift  lire,  and  the  confequent  adhcflori 
between  the  fpeculum  and  poiiflicr,  and 
let  the  whole  reft  in  this  ftate  two  or 
three  hours:  this  will  produce  an  inti¬ 
mate  contact  between  the  two,  and 
parting,  with  any  degree  of  warmth  they 
may  have  acquire<l  by  the  vicinity  of  the 
operator,  they  will  grow  perfectly  cold 
toeether. 

By  this  time  you  may  piifli  out  the 
cork  from  the  polifher,  to  difebarge  the 
water,  and  five  the  metal  the  parabolic 
figure  in  the  following  manner. 

Move  the  metal  gently  and  flowly  at 
firft,  a  very  little  round  the  center  of  the 
polifher  (indeed  after  this  reft  it  will  move 
ftiffly);  then  increafing  by  degrees  the  di¬ 
ameter  of  tbefe  (trobes,  and  turning  the* 
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mftal  frequently  round  it?  axis,  give  it  a 
Ja  ,rr  rii.'tiUr  motion,  nr.il  mis  without 
iuv  prefl'urc  btit  its  own  weight,  and  hold¬ 
ing  it  luofely  I'ctween  the  fingers:  this 
manlier  ot  woiking  may  l.ifidy  be  coiui- 
iinrd  about  twti  nunutcr,  movini;  yonrit  If 
ut.ul  lonnd  the  block,  anJ  canyin^  the

APPENING  lately  to  fall  into  t 
difeourfe  with  foine  acquaintances, 
who  W'crc  I’pcaking  of  I  lie  diltinguiflied 
place  that  a  certain  celebrated  author 
would  hold  in  the  temple  of  fame  for 
having  written  fo  warmly  againtf  the 
dudfiines  of  Chnlfi.inity  ;  i  could  not 
help  wondering  at  tlie  power  of  that 
Divinity,  whofe  ihrinc  has  been  heaped 
with  the  offerings  of  fo  great  a  part  of 
mankind  ! — To  gain  her  favour  has  made 
the  Uatefinan  undo  his  country,-^thc 
conqueror  facrificc  thoufaeds  of  his  fel¬ 
low-creatures,— and  contributed  in  part 
to  make  the  hero  meet  death  in  the  field 
ol  battle;  nay,  what  is  dill  more  furprif- 
ing,  this  has  made  many  rejci^t  the  dic¬ 
tates  of  common  fenfe,  and,  in  the  face  of 
the  world,  publicly  protefs  thcmfclves  to 
be  fools ;  And  fomc  have  carried  their 
wofibip  to  a  greater  length  than  wat 
ercr  know  n  in  the  rites  of  Moloch,  and 
thrown  away  tbeir  own  fouls  to  pleafe 
her. 

I  was  niminatfng  on  this  unaccount¬ 
able  phfcnzy  which  has  infcdlcd  fo  many 
of  the  human  race  in  every  age,  when  i 
fcllafleep;  and  my  ideas  ftill  purfuinf 
the  fame  courfe,  I  was  not  a  little  amufed 
with  the  following  dream  which  they 
luggefied  to  me. 

Methought  1  was  in  the  midfl  of  a  vaft 
croud,  made  up  of  all  ranks  and  ages, 
who  were  walking  forward  in  a  wide  ex¬ 
tended  plain,  towards  a  grove  that  we 
perceived  at  the  farther  end.

And  there 
one  thing!  particulaily  took  notice

went,  I  then  loft  fight  of  them  fntirfly.*^ 
Being  by  this  time  fully  convinced  that 
1  was.  not  capable  of  getting  into  the 
temple  this  way,  as  the  undertaking  w-aa 
bv  far  too  arduous  for  one  of  my  weak 
rrfolation,  I  directed  my  courfc  to  the 
other  afeent.  This  had  not  the  b  aft  ap¬ 
pearance  of  danger.  It  was  a  beautiful 
W'inding  path,  fiirrotinded  by  a  thick 
wood, through  which,  by  a  gentle  afocjfit, 
it  feemed  to  le.id  to  the  fuminit  of  the 
rock  ;  lor  on  this  corner  It  (loped  down 
in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  bear  a  deep  co¬ 
vering  of  earth,  through  w  hich  there 
fpruug  a  variety  ot  trees  and  thrnhs  of 
every  kind.

prciumc  to  diinb  Montrose’s  health. 
K;  at  day  he  was  brought  before  the  par* 
hanicnt.  lie  l.ad  di tiled  himfelf  in  gay 
avd  fplendid  attire,  as  it  prepared  rather 
tjrfhbrafc  a  fcfiiv.-.l  than  to  meet  the 
tragical  cataAiophe  w  inch  was  to  put  an 
rn  I  to  Ids  life.  'l  here  he  bore,  wdth  he¬ 
roic  foriitude,  the  infulls  and  reproaches 
with  widen  the  Chancellor  acc<»inpanied 
the  fcntence  lie  profiounced  on  him,  and 
n  .liutaineil  ihat  fnpcriorily  over  his  ini- 
f^’titou?  judge*.  To  which  the  greatnefs  of 
itis  mind,  the  birne  of  his  exploits,  ar.d 
thrjuflice  tf  his  caufe,  fo  well  entitlecl 
him.  With  ec^uai  I efoliition  he  bore  the 
ighominiouR  (*r<ith  deHiped  fi[)r  the  mea». 
neft  mtlchnftin  s ;  and  his  limbs  were 
Auck  up  (m  the  chief  cities  of.  the  king- 
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Ci)m.  In  the  lad  fcenc  of  this  tragedy  he 
cciulil  not  help  fmiling  at  the  miltaken, 
vft  unrelenting  malice  of  his  enemies. 
The  executioner  brought  a  book,  which 
h.ivl  been  piibliibed,  extolling  his  gallant 
exploits  and  tied  it  about  his  neck  with  a 
ceid.  He  thanked  them  for  their  olTi- 
c'oiirnefs  obferving,  that  he  bore  this 
leftimony  of  his  bravery  and  loyally  with 
move  pride  than  he  had  ever  worn  the 
jriricr.  Such  is  the  triumph  of  virtue, 
f..it  death,  armed  with  every  terror  of 
liu.-lty  and  difgrace,  cannot  dtbafe  it; 
bii»,  will]  inbred  and  elTential  greatnefs, 
it  airoidb  courage  and  confolation  in  the 
n:()ft  difmal  reverfes  of  fortune.*' 

Cromwell  feeing  that  a  peace  was  like- 
Iv  to  cnfiie  between  the  King  and  the 
C  veninters,  entered  Scotland  witJi  fix- 
tern  tlumfand  men.— After  various  ikir- 
niilhe',  the  Protedor  proved  fuccersful, 
and  obtained  an  appearance  of  afl'ent  to 
his  fehene  of  incorporating  England,  Ire- 
111..!,  aud  Scotland  into  one  common- 
W’r  Util. 

Sfveral  years  of  peace  had  elapfed, 
v’hcn  the  ProtetJtor  died,  and  Richard 
Cr.imwell  dilliking  the  cares  of  govern¬ 
ment,  Charle**  JI.  was  recalled  from  Hol- 
lanil,  atui  proclaimed  King. — The  trou¬ 
bles  of  his  reign  in  Scotland  equalled,  if 
ro"  ex.'tcded,  thofe  in  his  unfortunate 

l.uher’s  time. - Notwithftandiiig  the 

nijfl  folemn  afiTiiranccs  to  preferve  the 
Pnfoyterian  religion,  he  conicnted  to 
tnr  repeal  of  the  whole  atHi  in  favour 
of  it,  and  fecretly  abetted  his  mini- 
lirrs  in  the  re-elkablifliment  of  Epifoopa- 
cv.  The  fury  of  the  Covenanleis  was 
kindled,  and  rofc  to  as  great  a 
bc'ght  as  ever.  Their  fanatical  prea» 

1  !iei  *  infpirctl  them  with  dodtrines  incom- 
IM’ii'le  with  all  order  and  government, 

•  nd  took  every  occafion  to  provoke  the 
i  ‘'pie  entirely  to  throw  loff  their  allc- 
They  alfo  cillcd  to  their  aid 
new  <lo<Strine,  that  of  aj/uffination, 
’’ich  they  termed  “  the  execution  of 
*‘7:i.ti0us  jttdznient  by  private  men  i**  a 
which  they  afterwards  adopled 
isi  ti'.e  u*moft  latitude. 

The  firit  who  fell  a  martyr  to  this  doc¬ 
trine  WcT*  ArchbiOiop  Sharp,  the  account 
of  whole  death  (though  pretty  generally 
krsowu}  we  lhall  give  in  our  Author’s 
cwn  word 9.

drew's ;  yet  his  murder  appears  not  to 
have  been  premeditated.  One  Car¬ 
michael,  a  dccaytil  merchant  of  Kdin^ 
buigh,  had  been  made  chamberlain  to 
the  prtmate*’ and  Iheriff-depiite  of  Fife. 
This  man  had  rendered  hinilclf  extreme¬ 
ly  obnoxious  to  the  prclbyterians,  by  his 
rigorous  afliduity  in  harraniiig  thofe  who 
attended  conventicles  Hackfion  of  Ra^ 
tbilUtt  a  gentlem.in  of  Fifcihire,  with 
eight  farmers  of  that  county,  armed  with 
fwords,  carbines,  and  pitlols,  went  in 
fearch  of  this  man,  for  the  purpofc|of 
afl'iflinating  him.  Carmichael,  however, 
being  put  upon  his  guard,  kept  out  of 
their  way;  and  thefe  holy  nifUani  were 
about  to  feparate,  when  an  unlucky  boy 
coming  up,  told  them  “  that  the  ArCh- 
biOiop’s  coach  was  at  Ceres ;  that  his 
Grace  was  then  fmoaking  a  pipe  with 
the  pa'fon  of  the  parilh  ;  and  that  he 
w’ould  pafs  by  in  his  coach  in  a  very 
fliort  lime,  in  liis  way  to  St  Andrews.** 
Thcfc  fanatics,  in  the  crazincf^  of  their 
Imagination,  interpreted  this  ciicum* 
ftance  into  an  interpolition  of  Providence, 
pointing  out,  and  giving  up  their  capital 
enemy  to  deftrudion.  They  exclaimed^ 
W'ith  gloomy  rapture,  “  lie  is  delivered 
into  our  hands,’*  and  inftantly  rcfolved 
upon  his  death.  Agreeably  to  the  l>oy*j* 
intelligence,  they  trbhrved  the  coach 
pairing  at  fomc  diftance  ;  hut,  when  they 
perceived  that  his  Grace  was  not  atten¬ 
ded  with  Ills  ufual  retinue,  they  werd 
confirmed  in  the  idea  of  the  interpolition 
of  Providence,  and  determined  in  their 
refolution  not  to  liwTpife  the  fugged  ions 
ol  heaven.  They  immediately  gave  chace. 
The  Archbilhap  feeing  himfcif  piirilied 
by  armed  men,  ordered  the  coachman  to 
drive  with  full  fpecd  ;  and,  as  it  was 
gaining  ground  of  the  afTaiOns,  they  dHT- 
charged  their  pieces  at  the  coach,  in 
which  the  Uidiop  and  his  daughter  fat ; 
neither  of  them,  howdver,  were  hurt ; 
but  one  of  the  rutfims,  who  happened  to 
be  well  mounted,  getting  before  the 
coicli,  ftruck  the  poftilion  to  the  ground 
with  his  broad- fword,  and  cut  the  traces 
of  tlie  coach.  Meanwhile,  the  other  ruf-> 
fi.ins  coming  up,  poured  their  lliot  upon 
the  Bidiop,  tore  him  from  the  arms  of 
his  daughter,  draggiitg  him  from  the 
coach,  and  piercing  him  with  redoubled 
wounds,  he  expired.**

could  neither  In*  fold  nor  burdened  br 
the  proprietor  tor  the  time  being,  nor  at¬ 
tached  by  his  <  reditors  ;  nor  the  will  of 
the  fKtuiltr  be  difappointed  by  any  device 
whatever.  Pahlic  folcmniticf,  efpecially 
funerals,  were  celebrated  with  an  exlra- 
vAijancc  of  pomp,  which,  at  once,  dif- 
pUyed  the  vanity  of  the  condu^or,  and 
reduced  him  to  poverty.  It  was  found 
recclVary  to  reftrain,  by  a  fumptuary  Uw, 
this  abUird  extiavagance*.**

The  teanui  cannot  plow,  nor  can 
they  carry  out  dung,  even  when  it  is  fair, 
witli  any  propriety.  'I'he  ground  was 
never  fo  wet  fincc  Noah's  fli'od.  The 
fprings  and  rivers  only  may  rejoice.  The 
poor  arc  ftarring  for  want  of  work. 

“  Wheat,  which  a  loitnight  .igo  was 
worth  ten  pounds  .in  acre,  will  not,  ex¬ 
cept  tlie  weather  at  haivcil  prove  tavou- 
r.iblc  indeed,  be  worth  h.irvcfling;  and 
clover,  which  was  nearly  made  when  the 
rains  fet  in,  will  be  rcducetl  in  its  value 
more  than  half,  if  not  totally  fpolled ;  for 
there  arc  not  as  yet  any  figns  of  f.iir  wea¬ 
ther  ;  the  wind  changes  to  every  quarter, 
but  the  weather  is  invariably  rainy,— 
rainy, — rainy  !"  - -

At  half  an  hour  after  three  o’clock  his 
Lonlihip  opened  the  biifincfs  of  the  day, 
in  a  lung,  important  fpeech.  He  decla- 
u-.’  Uh  motives  for  coming  down  to  the 
linnic  in  his  prefent  infirm  Bate  of 
la  . lit  h,  were  to  ferve  his  country,  which 
he  fiw  in  the  mod  imminent  danger, 
;ind  without  a  pofTibility  of  avoiding  ut¬ 
ter  luin,  if  the  management  of  the  ma^ 
line  department  was  not,  without  de¬ 
li),  put  into  the  hands  of  an  abler  man 
tl.in  the  prefent  Firft  Lord  of  the  Admi- 
nly.  He  fet  out  with  reminding  the 
H  nife,  that  the  enormous  fum  of  twen- 
iv-iour  millions  and  near  five  hundred 
tiionUnd  pounds  had  been  granted  by 
Parliament  for  the  wear  and  tear  and  or¬ 
dinaries  of  the  navy,  fincclhc  year  1771, 
when  the  noble  Earl  at  the  head  of  the 
Admiralty,  whom  he  fhould  call  the 
Marine  Minificr  of  this  Country,  came 
i  iio  that  office  ;  yet  notwithttanding  all 
the  hoarting  of  that  noble  Lord,  and  his 
pompous  declarations  in  that  Houfe,  the 
r.ivy  of  Great  Britain  had  declined  under 
his  adminifiration,  was  at  prefent  ina- 
derpiate  to  the  ferviccs  for  which  it  was 
wanted,  was  inferior  to  the  navy  ^  of 
France,  and  had  not  been  kept  up  during 
liie  lafi  eight  years  in  the  fame  glorious 
muincr  that  it  was  during  an  equal  num¬ 
ber  of  years,  and  under  parallel  circum¬ 
stances  of  peace  and  war,  from  1750  to 
175^  ;  and  during  that  period  not  quite 
niiicieen  milI’ror>8  were  voted  for  the  na¬ 
vy.  The  <lifference  therefore  was  full 
hx  millions  ;  yet  our  trade  fuffered  for 
want  of  convoys,  and  was  totally  neglec- 
tCvl  in  the  Mediterranean,  where  we  had 
only  one  fliip  of  the  line  lad  fummer, 
only  one  at  Jamaica,  and  but  two  in  the 
1  tll-Indies.  Spain  was  expected  to  join 
f-ance.  How  were  we  to  find  fleets, 
^Md  to  man  and  eqtiip  a  force  fiifficient 
I  1^0  lace  the  formidable  united  fleets  of 


France  and  Spain  ?  The  papers  on  the 
table  would  (hew  that  the  marine  de¬ 
partment  had  been  miferably  negicdted 
and  mifmanaged  ;  there  are  various  way# 
of  punifliing  guilty  minifters,  differing  in 
mode  and  Icverily,  fuch  as  impeachment« 
and  bills  of  pains  and  penalties  ;  but  he 
(bould  chufe  the  mildefl,  and  therefore 
only  move,  “  That  an  humble  addrcA 
be  prefeated  to  his  Majcfty,  reqiieding 
that  he  would  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to 
remove  the  Right  Hon.  John  Earl  of 
Sandwich,  Firlf  Commiffionri  for  execu¬ 
ting  the  office  of  Lord  High  Admiral  of 
Great  Briuin,  and  one  of  hii  Majcfly’t 
Mofi  Honourable  Privy  Council,  from 
that  office.” 

Lord  Sandwich  made  a  mafterly  de¬ 
fence.  He  began  with  informing  the 
Houfe,  that  nolhi»ig  hut  the  irioft  ardent 
zeal  for  the  fervice  of  his  Royal  Maher, 
and  a  fincere  love  for  his  country,  could 
induce  him  to  perfevere  in  holding  his 
office,  after  the  daily  perfccutions,  both 
of  a  public  and  private  nature,  that  he 
bad  encountered  for  fomc  time  p.ifl.  He 
waifoiryto  obfcive,  that  his  informa¬ 
tions,  his  authorities,  and  the  date  of  the 
navy  at  former  periods  alluded  to,  as 
well  as  fince  he  had  had  the  management^ 
totally  differed  from  the  ftalc  of  it  laid 
before  the  Houfe  by  the  mover  of  the 
quci'fton.  Their  Loidffiips  muft  decide 
whofe  was  right,  after  hearing  the  little 
he  (hould  Uy  in  juftification  of  his  owa 
conduct,  and  the  references  he  ihoiild 
make  to  official  papers,  the  mod  authen¬ 
tic  of  all  documents,  now  lying  on  the 
table.  Hj8  Lordlhip  was  aflonifficd  that 
the  noble  Earl  fhould  confine  his  motioa 
to  the  Fird  Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  who 
is  only  a  finglc  member  of  Adminidra- 
tion.  He  infided,  if  there  was  any 
blame,  it  fell  upon  the  whole  Ixxly  ;  and 
ss  it  was  plain  the  Oppofition,  by  their 
fpeeches  in  that  Houfe,  and  in  another 
aflcmbly,  aimed  at  the  removal  of  all  the 
King’s  Minidcr's,  it  would  have  been 
more  generous  to- have  accufed  them  all  ; 
for  the  equipment  of  fleets  and  their  d.  f- 
t!nation  did  nut  belong  fulely  and  inde- 
pend  ntly  to  the  Fird  Lord  bf  the  Admi¬ 
ralty  ;  the  orders  came  to  the  Admiralty 
from  the  Secretary  of  State,  as'the  refult 
of  Cabinet  Councils,  at  which  the  King’s 
pleafure  ruud  be  known  before  it  can  be 
executed  by  the  Admiralty.  Hit  Lord- 
(hip,  however,  did  not  want  to  fliift  the 
burden  from  his  own  fhonlders  :  be  was

A  great  deal  of  blame  had  tiecn  thrown 
on  the  Admiralty  for  fending  out  Admi¬ 
ral  Keppcl  with  a  force  inferior  to  the 
iTrnch  lleet.  lie  did  not  believe  it  wai 
iidcrlo!  when  Admiral  Keppel  returned  ;

The  Ad¬ 
miralty  had  been  blamed  becaufc  the 
French  fleet  had  put  to  fca  ten  days 
lonncr  than  ours,  after  the  engagement 
with  Admiral  Keppei  ;  what  -did  thia 
prove,  bill  what  he  always  believed,  that 
we  were  more  beaten  than  the  French  ?

Admiriil  Kef>f>rl  thought  it  very  indeli¬ 
cate  to  fay  any  tiling  of  t!je  prelent  Couit- 
mailial,  while  it  remained  fitting;  he 
Leiicvfd  it  t»i  be  coinpofcd  of  very  v'or- 
fhr  gentlemen,  but  willied  iliat  opinions 
r  rpeiftine  tliem  rnigiit  be  fiifpended  till 
tUi'v  IlioiiKl  Inv?  pronoancttl  their  len¬ 
ience.  He  endeavoured  to  wipe  t*n”  the 
imputation  of  pride  which  had  been 
thi  ou  •!  upon  him  in  a  former  debate  by 
Governor  Johnflone  for  refijiiing  his 
coiiimtnd,  and  refufing  to  ferve  unlefs 
the  niipideii  IhouM  be  rcaaoved.  He 
yr  u  .at  ad  times  ready  to  fcTTC  bit  country 
as  well  1. 1  a  b^at  aii  iu  a  three-deck,  fhip; 
but  thought  himfclf  bound  to  gua.d 
ag..inU  the  ir.en  in  whom  he  foiiruj  he 
coiiWl  pul  !!•  coiuidcnce.  He  vindicated 
the  offiters  who  had  tigned  the  .nicinoiial 
to  the  King,  and  ii.li.ird  that  iu  a  tree 
Hate,  AoiniraU  h.idajuft  right  to  fprak 
their  feutinients  to  tluii'  Sovereign  in  a 
refpectful  manner,  wilhoui  iiicuirir.g  the 
flame  of  miitim  n«. 

LitrJ  Nertkt  after  exculpating  the  Ad- 
minlly  f,  om  any  Uniftcr  view*,  in  orticr- 
ing  ihc  tiial  of  Admiral  Mecpcl  ;  and  ir,- 
bding  ihat  no  partiality  luv!  been  i'nov-u 
to  Sir  llugii  Pallifcr  in  the  choice  of  the 
inrmberg  of  the  prefcr.t  Cviurl-inartial, 
ridiculrd  the  mode  of  rcaloning  midc 
life  ot  by  Mr  Fok  ;  he  admitted  that  au 
figgregatc  charge  might  be  fufticient  for 
a  reoiov.il — but  treated  as  highly  abfurd 
a  propolitiou  in  groU,  the  parti  of  which, 
!■  detail,  had  been  rejeded  by  the  whole 
lloufe.  Mr  Fox’s  mode  of  arguing,  he 
ta  d,  jitfl  amountCwl  to  thiii,— that  four  or 
live  projH>lition»  fingly  difproved  ir.ufl 
collectively  be  admitted  as  well  luppoilcd 
and  convincing.  He  adverted  to  the  me- 
UKuial  ligiied  by  the  Admirals,  which  he 
could  not  but  condemn,  as  it  went  to 
ctlablilh  a  very  dangcious  propolitiou, — 
that  a  Commander  in  Chief  ought  never 
to  be  tried. 

Cc-v.  *y*bnjit)nf  blamed  adminiftraticn 
ft>r  not  haviiid  more  Ihipi  than  twenty  to 
lend  out  wiih  Admiral  KeppcI,  but  in- 
tirtrd  tkat  they  had  aded  perfedly  right 
in  fentling  the  twenty  to  fea*  The  Ad¬ 
miralty  had  c&aUc  great  ckirtlwQi  fince 


that  periody  and  though  they  were  blime- 
able  in  n  it-doing  it  fooncr,  yet  they  de* 
terved  the  higheft  applaiife  for  placing 
the  navy  fiuce  that  time  on  a  moft  re- 
fpcdtablc  footing.  The  memorial  from 
the  Admirals  to  the  King  he  condemned, 
though  he  had  fonie  very  dear  friends 
among  thofe  who  Ijgncd  it ;  and  could 
not  avoid  faying,  that  when  an  officer 
grew  fo  great  for  the  Itate,  he  would  not 
willi  to  link  the  dignity  of  Adminillra- 
tion,  by  foliciting  that  officer  to  take  a 
command.  He  had  been  of  opinion  fince 
the  fiift  trial  that  tlie  Admiral  had  been 
wrong  only  in  not  fufpending  Sir  Hugh 
Paliiler  on  the  day  of  the  27th  of  July 
laft  ;  but  thought  it  rather  a  Itrangekind 
of  reafun  for  not  ftationlng  frigates  be* 
tween  the  two  fleets,  that  the  whole  Rri- 
tilh  Iquadron  had  been  f«>  difeouraged  by 
the  behaviour  of  the  Vice-admiral  of  the 
Blue,  that  it  would  have  been  to  no  pur- 
pofc  for  the  frigates  to  have  brought  any 
intelligence ;  he  faid,  that  confidering  the 
delicacy  of  Sir  Hugh  Pallifer’s  fituation 
as  an  officer,  he  could  fee  very  weighty 
rrafoiis  to  adduce  in  extenuation  ot  hit 
fault  in  a  defence  in  a  newfpaper,  which, 
Cwiitidcied  merely  as  dc^cfl(ive,  was  not, 
in  his  opinion,  a  libel ;  at  leall  they  cuuld 
nut  well  call  it  fo,  who  had  pi  ailed  the 
Admit  all’  memorial,  which  had  like  wife 
appeared  in  print.  As  to  the  trial  of 
AJiiiiiMl  Keppei,  he  juftifted  the  Adnoi- . 
r.4lly  for  iuving  ordered  it;  and  declared 
th;Lt  h.id  he  been  at  the  li^iard,  and  con- 
fiJerc  i  that  a  Britilh  fleet  had  met  a 
rrench  one  of  inferior  force,  had  attack¬ 
ed  It,  and  after  gaining  the  weather* gage 
of  il,  fuffi  red  it  to  efcape  without  taking 
a  firgle  thip,  he  would  moft  undoubtedly 
thi4  k  it  his  duty  to  call  fiir  an  enquiry 
hinriiclf,  though  no  one  (liould  have  ap¬ 
peared  as  an  acC  uer.  In  allufion  to  tlit 
Admirals  who  had  refnfed  to  ferve,  he 
inflaiiced  a  cafe  of  Sir  Edward  Hawke 
and  Admiral  lIollKirne,  who,  when  they 
v.cie  once,  from  a  pundilio,  going  to  rc- 
fign  their  commiiTionn,  were  told  by  Lord 
Aufon,  then  firft  Lord  ol  the  Admiralty, 
ttiat  he  would  advife  them  to  return  back 
and  confider  a  little  more  of  the  ihalier  ; 
tor  if  they  Ibould  peilift  in  rcfufirig  to 
ferve,  he  would  have  them  tried  tor  their 
lives.
